The pros- 
pect of exacerbating the problem if Western Presbyte- 
rian does not disavow its present plan to locate the free 
breakfast program in its new building at 24th and Vir- 
ginia Avenue was sharply underscored. With little of 
what was said could one disagree. But something im- 
portant was left unsaid. 

Panhandlers, both passive and aggressive, set up in 
a specific location because well-meaning nitwits stop, 
fumble for change for even a dollar bill), and then pro- 
ceed in a glow of selfcongratulation, convinced that 
they have done a good deed. What they have done is 
encourage the panhandler to stay and work that spot 
and harass additional passersbys, day and night, as 
long as it is not raining. 


beggars, legitimate or otherwise, in my neighborhood. 


I fully agree that we should insist that Western Pres- 
byterian cancel its plan to relocate Miriam’s Kitchen 
anywhere in the Foggy Bottom residential area; būt 
more importantly, we should mount a continuing cam- 
paign to discourage our neighbors and other pedestri- 
ans from giving anything beyond a pleasant "Hello" to 
any panhandler. Until you know how to do it, I under- 
stand the thought of refusing can be foreboding.

I explain that I’ve paid my taxes to cover their wel- 
fare checks and refuse to do more. The explanation 
suffices and I proceed on my way.

A new year for the Foggy Bottom Association began in July, 
and we already have a full agenda. The newly elected Board 
as met a number of times to work on a variety of issues that af- 
ect our community. Early in the summer the Washington Met 
opolitan Area Transit Authority announced plans to re- 
duce bus service in Foggy Bottom. Of particular concern 
was the changes on routes 46, 81, 82 and D9. The Board u- 
animously opposed these cutbacks, and testimony to the 
ATA in opposition was provided at a June 25th Public 
earing. 


Development issues continue to consume a great deal of our 
ime and resources. The Association is fighting to protect the 
esidential and historic character of the neighborhood. With the 
Blackie’s project at 23rd and M, the developer wants a 
argely commercial building with a substantial number of 
parking spaces. The Foggy Bottom Association opposes this 
project because we want the sight to be mostly residential. 
estimony to the Board of Zoning Adjustment in opposition 
o the project was provided by several Board members. 


Other important development issues concern the block at 
2501 Pennsylvania Avenue and the IMF proposal at 19th and 

. On Pennsylvania Avenue the issue relates to historic preser- 

ation. The existing buildings on the sight are very distin- 
puished because of their age and architecture. The Association 
believes that these buildings should be protected. Great efforts 
have been expended trying to stop some the units from being 
destroyed and designating the block as a historic landmark. 


Under the IMF (International Monetary Fund) proposal, 
he Western Presbyterian Church would be moved to Vir- 
pinia Avenue and the IMF would expand into the existing 
sight. In exchange for zoning modifications, the IMF would 
provide amenities to the community in the form of $7-9 mil- 
ion worth of landscaping. The Foggy Bottom Association 

ill express its opposition to this project at upcoming zoning 
earings. 


I mention these issues only to remind the community that the 
oggy Bottom Association is a dynamic and thriving organi- 

zation which is actively working to protect the interests of 

he Foggy Bottom/West End Community. Recently the 

Board approved a grant to the West End Tenants Association 

o support their rights as residents of our neighborhood. We 

are also involved with planning the October Sth Fall Festival, 
riting and publishing this newspaper, organizing our monthly 

eetings, keeping track our membership, etc. 


are about our community, We need the support of all resi- 
dents in our neighborhood. The more members we have the 
ore clout we can exercise on behalf of the community. I urge 
all concerned citizens to become members of the Associa- 
ion, attend meetings, and volunteer your time. The upcom- 
ng year will be filled with new and important issues. The 
BA Board looks forward to working with you. 


At this time, we have received no mail in sup- 
port of an increase of homeless facilities for Foggy 
Bottom. We welcome correspondence from all 
sides of community issues, and will make every 
effort to either publish or acknowledge the concerns 
of the entire community without bias.

Simple arithmetic can produce some hard facts for 
the citizens of Foggy Bottom. . 


Of the 1,448 shelter beds registered with the D.C. government, 636 are located in Ward 
2. That works out to roughly 44 percent. Or,the government houses half of the homeless in 
our Ward. 

Breaking this figure down further,I found there are 1,174 shelter beds for men, of which 500 
are in Ward 2. This works out to 42.5 percent. When looking at the figures for women one 
finds nearly the same totals: 136 of the District’s 274 shelter beds for women (49.6 percent) 
are within Ward 2. 

It is clear from these figures, Ward 2 is bearing more than its fair share of the shelter 
beds in the District of Columbia. An even greater burden to Foggy Bottom may be the home- 
less individuals who do not use the shelter beds. There are presently eight separate encampments 
of up to 200 homeless people located under the various bridges and freeways between the Water- 
gate and Foggy Bottom. There are also trailers for the homeless located across from the Water- 
gate. 

Now there is a proposal to bring daily an additional 200 homeless individuals to this 
area. As part of the expansion of the International Monetary Fund (IMF) building, the Western 
Presbyterian Church, currently located at 1905 H. Street, W.W., will be relocated to 24th and 
Virginia Avenue. 

Currently, a feeding program housed within the church, known as Miriam’s Kitchen, serves 
up to 300 homeless individuals daily. Placing this soup kitchen in the church’s new location 
will further strain the neighborhood. 

My office has already received numerous reports about the escalation of home burglaries, 
some of which the police have attributed to the proliferation of homeless Individuals lacking su- 
pervision and services. The relocation of Miriam’s Kitchen would certainly exacerbate the 
problem. 

In meetings with District of officials, as well as with representatives Of Miriam’s Kitchen, 
Western Presbyterian Church and the IMF, I have asked that Miriam’s Kitchen not be relo- 
cated with the new site of the Western Presbyterian Church and that it remain at its cur- 
rent site, being incorporated into the proposed IMF building. 

In regard to the larger issue of reducing the number of shelter beds in the Ward 2, I recently 
met with the Commissioner of Social Services, Catherine Williams, to discuss how we could 
provide relief to our area. I explained that while there are numerous shelters in Ward 2, several 
have placed exceptional strain on the surrounding neighborhoods. 

As part of the District Government’s plan to significantly reduce the City’s shelter beds 

during the next year, I feel it is logical to and will urge the city to make cuts in shelter 
beds in areas which need relief from an overabundance of shelters or poorly run shelters, 
such as in the Foggy Bottom neighborhood. 


Our Ward needs relief from the stress and burdens which have been cre- 
ated by overdeveloping the homeless shelters and services in our neighbor- 
hoods and now is an ideal time for the District government to provide our 


neighborhoods support. 


As always, will need your input on these efforts. Please feel free to write my office or, hope- 
fully, I will see you at the next Foggy Bottom Association meeting on Sept.30.

Redistricting Based on the 1990 Census 
by Barbara F. Kahlow 


Ward 2 City Council Member Jack Evans established a com- 
munity task force to make recommendations to him on redistrict- 
ing Ward 2 for his transmittal to the City Council. Evans estab- 
lished five teams: Foggy Bottom-West End, Georgetown, 
Dupont Circle, Logan Circle-Shaw, and Southwest. The teams 
were asked to recommend boundaries for the Advisory Neighbor- 
hood Commissions (ANCs) and the Single Member Districts 
(SMDs), of approximately 2000 residents each, in each ANC. 
Currently, Foggy Bottom-West End has six SMDs. This number 
is expected to remain the same. Also, the current boundaries of 
the Foggy Bottom-West End ANC are expected to remain the 
same, although there will be additions to Georgetown (from part 
of Ward 3), and changes to both Dupont Circle and Logan Circle- 
Shaw. 


Barbara Kahlow was asked by Evans to chair the Foggy 
Bottom-West End team. Members of the team include: Jenny 
Brake, ANC-2A Chair Edward Kelly, Foggy Bottom Associa- 
tion President Chris Lamb, Richard Price, Harold Sarbacher, 
Kerry Stowell, ANC Commissioner Maria Tyler, and repre- 
sentatives from George Washington University (GWU) and 
the West End Business Association. 


The Foggy Bottom-West End team has met several times. 
Among the issues discussed were: using Pennsylvania Avenue or 
K Street as a geographic divider between SMDs, using Virginia 
Avenue as a geographic divider, combining luxury condominium 
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by: L.H. Combrick, President, York Apartments Tenants Association 


Not unless a strong case is made for combining the Foggy Bottom section of 
route #81 with the proposed amended route for bus #80. 


The Washington Metropolitan Area Transit Authority’s (WMATA) plan 
is to: 
e 1. Streamline the bus service by extending the route for #80 along Virginia 
Ave.to the Kennedy Center, and, 
e 2. Eliminate route #81 because of low "ridership" volume and budget cuts. 


According to the proposed route plan for #80, the bus would turn left on Virgina Ave. after 
passing by the State Department along 2Ist Street and turning on C Street, to proceed to the Kennedy 
Center; the route Eastbound would be again along Virginia Ave., down 21st Street, then North along 
18th Street to Pennsylvania Ave. The WMATA argues that it would mean only a 2 to 3 block 
walk down from F Street to Virginia Avenue. Sounds reasonable, but not to an elderly 
walking-impaired person who relies on this bus service for his/her food shopping at the 
Watergate Mall returning to F Street apartment buildings. Nor is it convenient or safe for 
women, both young and old, who might want to take a bus back to F Street after a Kennedy 
Center evening performance. Walking in the dark from Virginia.4ve. along the “unihabited 
blocks" of 20th and 2lst Streets is not an advisable option in the light of the muggings and 
robberies that have occurred here. 

The proposed change has sparked protest action by residents, who have 
circulated a petition to retain route #81. 

I worked on proposal for an alternate route with suggestions from Mr. Larry Glick of the 
Planning Office at WMATA. 

1. After the bus passes by the State Department, turning on C Street and going West on Virginia 
Ave., it should swing up 20th Street, turn left on G.Street, and proceed to the Kennedy Center. 

2. Eastbound, it should go along H Street,(which is the existing #81), turn right on 23rd Street, 
then East on F Street to 2Ist Street, where it would turn South to go by the State Department, turn 
left on C Street, East on Virginia Ave, and then North up 18th Street to Pennsylvania Avenue. 

Allowing the bus to run at longer intervals during off-peak hours, would effect 
the necessary budget reduction. Less frequent bus service in this area would be far 
more desireable than NO BUS SERVICE AT ALL!!!

._Zonning Lesson for the Foggy Bottom Community 


Question: What is a PUD? 
Answer; PUD=Planned Unit Developement. It refers to a tract of land of a minimum 
size [e.g., 15,000 sq.ft. or 3 acres]. It is developed as an integrated unit where the spe 
cific requirements of a given zoning district may be modified. Examples of catagories: 
"R"=Residential, "C"=Commercial, "SP"=Special Purpose. 
Question: How does the Board of Zoning decide a change or "varience” to that origi 
nal zoning 
Answer: In approving, for instance, increases in building height and/or 
density, the Zoning Commission considers whether the applicant does the 
following: a.Conflicts with the developement plans and policies of DC? 
b.Enhances the neighborhood? 
c. Provides present or future occupants of PUDs with a living 
or working environment and amenties superior to those that could be 
achieved by applying the other provsions of this title? 
Also: To go above 7.0 far for C-3-C, the applicant has the burden of demonstrating 
and justifying the public benefits and other meritorious aspects of the proposal 
tht will result...if... the additional floor area (density) is approved.

What is the IMF asking for? 


The IMF Planned Unit Development fPUD) in- 
cludes several significant requested variances from 
current zoning, including: 

.a change in zoning for part of the development 
site from residential to commercial(fR-5-C to C-3-C) 

.an increase in height from the maximum allowed 
height of 90 feet in R-S-C to 130 feet 

.an increase in density from a maximum allowed 
for a PUD of 7.0 floor area ratio (FAR)of the level set 
by the Zoning Commission for the entire site in its ap- 
proval of phases I and II of the IMF PUD) to 9.071 in 
fact, the IMF is requesting 10.1 FAR for the Phase III 
addition 

.the overall increase in FAR is worth over $40 mil- 
lion 

.an alley closing worth $3.5 - $5 million 


PUDs require the provision of amenities to the 
community. Approval by the Zoning Commission of 
Phase II of the IMF PUD was conditioned on the 
IMF’ restoration of the exterior of the Western 
Presbyterian Church within the Square and provi- 
sion of a "minipark" within the Square. The IMF is 
intending to move the church many blocks away to a 
residential area, close the mini-park, and offer very 
modest or non-existent) amenities to the community 
to secure Zoning Commission approval of Phase III: 
a deluxe sidewalk surrounding the entire IMF build- 
ing, made of imported marble with benches and plant- 
ings at a cost of $7 - 9 million. 


Currently, the Western Presbyterian Church feeds 
the homeless, and provides legal services and social 
services referral and assistance on site. The church 
intends not only to continue this feeding program and 
other services to the homeless in the new site but also 
to offer new services to the homeless, e.g., bathrooms.
